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Pursuant to MCR 7.205(D)(2), in lieu of granting the delayed application for leave to
appeal, the Court REMANDS for resentencing because Offense Variables I and 2 were incorrectly
scored. The correct score for both of those variables is zero points. People v Johnston, 478 Mich 903;
732 NW2d 531(2007). Resentencing is required because the scoring error altered the guidelines range
and because defendant preserved his challenge to the scoring errors through a motion for resentencing.
People v Francisco, 474 Mich 82, 8992; 711 NW2d 44 (2006). The delayed application for leave to
appeal is DENIED in all other respects for lack of merit in the grounds presented. We do not retain
jurisdiction.
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
